The adjourned mecting of the School 
Board, Tuesday evening, was character- 
ized by some sharp passage of words be- 
tween trustees Lovejoy and Birney, but 
as no blood was spilled, it was considered 
adraw. ‘The amended rule as applied to 
the Superintendents is ridicnious, as it 
places those gentlemen in the position of 
sphink. The relation of the Superinten- 
dents to Board shouki be such as to en- 
title them to express their views on all 
educational matters asked or unasked. 
The Chairman of the Committee on Rules, 
trustee Smith, apparently has the general 
revision wellin hand, and manages the 
difficult task assigned him adroithy. The 
rule as applied to substitutes pay is one 
of considerable importance, and we re- 
spectfully suggest that it receive special 
attention, as also holidays—none of which 
should be repealed, but if possible in- 
creased, The salaries of teachers should 
be increased, especially that of the prim- 
ary grades, who are much under paid. 
Ladies who are performing like duty of 
that of men should receive like pay, and 
nothing less, for they are paid for their 
brain, vot their sex. The industrial fea- 
ture, while « good onv, should lay Over 
until the course of study is abridged, and 
then brought regularly into the week's 
work.

Dr. Laws thinks difierently, he thinks 
from bis persoual knowledge of the insti- 
tution, that it was intended to be con- 
ducted upon a different basis,

DR. LAWS DISCUSSING THE SITU- 


ATION, 


Washington, D. C., 
Feb. 6, 1885. 


Dear Editor:—There are two 
very great fears which the Repub- 
lican party seem to carry, and 
these two visibly exhibit their nat- 
nrul weakness, which should be 
more fully under ‘control? First, 
it is their daily fear that after the 
4th of March there will be no work 
left in the world for tbe unfortu- 
nately discharged Republicans 
from office for a short period of 
four years.

Let the party have this 
fear, that we may not be able to 
rally our forces in time for the 
next state and national contest. 


With regard to the colored race

The colored citizens can live with- 
out a political connection with 
either party; they may connect 
themselves with both, or with the 
one which will best «serve to for 
ward the interests of the race, 
This race wus not freed by the 
Republiean party, but by the Fed- 
eral party of all political complex- 
ions, including the colored race 
itself. For the Republican par- 
ty, as now constituted, is com- 
posed of the old Whig, Abolition- 
ist, Federal, the newly Consti- 
tutional and Enfranchised colored 
citizens, ex-Uemocrats and ex- Keb- 
els. And what is true of the Re- 


Democratic. 

But the question now, is the 
Republican party defeated? Ought 
it be defeated? Has it done any- 
thing for which it ought to be de- 
feated? 

To the first question I will ans- 
wer: No, the party has not been 
defeated. For asI have already 
ssid that the selection of a good: 
man from the Democratic party is 
no evidenve of defeat for the Re- 
publican. 

Comparing both Houses of Con- 
gress, the present complexion with 
the next, the present House 
68 Democratic majority, and the 
next 43; the present Senate 
2 Republican majority, aud next 
10. I should say that the Repub- 
lican party has gained 33 national 
representatives.

Female Tenacity of Life, 

It appears from the gathered statistics 
of the world that Women have a greater 
tenacity of life than men. Nature wor- 
ships the female in all (its varieties. 
Among insects the male perishes at a rela- 
tively earlier period. In plants the semi- 
nate blossoms die earliest and are pro- 
duced on the weaker limbs. Female 
quadrupeds have more endurance than 
males. Inthe human race, despite the 
intellectual and physical strength of the 
man, the woman endures longest, and 
will bear pain to which the strong man 
succumbs. Zimotic diseases are more 
fatal to males, and more male children die 
than females. Deverga asserts that the 
poe dying suddenly is about one 
1undred women to seven hundred and 
eighty men; one thousandand cighty men 
in the United States in 1870 committed 
suicide, to two hundred and eighty-five 
women. 

intemperance, apoplexy, gout, hydro- 
cephalus, affections of the heart and liver, 
scrofula, and paralysis, are far more fatal 
to males than females. Pulmonary con- 
sumption, on the other hand is more dead- 
ly to the latter. Females in cities are 
inore prone to consumption than in the 
country. All old countries not disturbed 
by emigration bave a great majority of 
females in the population. In royal fami- 
lcs the statistics show more daughters 
than sons. The Hebrew woman is ex- 
ceptionally long lived; the colored man 
is exceptionally short lived. The married 
state is favorable to prolongation of life 
among wome®. Dr. Hugua pfoclaims that 
there are from two to six per cent. more 
inales born than females in the living pop- 
ulation. From which statistics we con- 
clude that all women ought to marry and 
that as men are likely to become so scarce 
they cannot be sufficiently prized by the 
other sex. 


Glazed and Unglazed Flower Pots, 

It is commonly considered that for 
most plants unglazed pots are preferable. 
They allow of more circulation of air and 
of better drainage. They more nearly 
imitate the conditions of a normal soil. 
In practice, however, there is found to be 
little difference between glazed and un- 
glazed pots. For those not familiar with 
the growing of plants, or, indeed, all 
those who are not in some degree experts, 
the unglazed pots are better snd safer. 
There is always danger of giving too 
much water, causing the soil in glazed 
pots to become cold and sour. Great 
care must be exercised in not giving too 
much water. It is difficult to give too 
much water in unglazed pots if a proper 
filling of broken brick be placed at the 
bettom of the pot. The excess of mvist- 
ure passes through the pot into the atmos- 
phere. If plants in both kinds of pots 
are kept in the same room, and are all 
watered alike, a great difference in them 
will soon be perceived. If water is sup- 
plied in quantities sufficient for the un- 
glazed pots the plants in the glazed pots 
will drown; if in quantities sufficient for 
the glazed pe only, those in the unglazed 
will suffer from drought.
